One of my blessings is never feeling frustrated. Otherwise yesterday would have been 

a bummer. Af ter ray early-morning walking, blood testing and physical therapy I knew I'd 

get little done because - u il had a neurological consultation at 11, results of several 

tests. But - hope tliat the rest of the day I'd be able to write, .jo, my blood is clotting 

too fast on the highest level of anticoagulant I've taken. Then I stopped off at the 

family doctor's office to get the resull^. of the neurological examinations and tests at 

0 ohns Hopkins only to find tliat my l/l4 test results were not there.Lil's tests were all 

negative but we were both pleased tliat the neurologist, new to us, said he'd "chase" it 

to see if he could identify what causes her left— side weakness. She has an appointment 

for another HHG and if tliat is negative she'll wear a device that amounts to an KEG- over 

a 24-hour period. Stopped off at a drug store on the way home to find out wiry I was given 

pills that had a different colDr and the name of a doctor unknown to me and left without 

a satisfactory explanation, so I'll havd that to check with the family doctor today. And 

we were liardly home when the phone began to ring. I'd pSent all of Sunday after the Posners 
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o.eft making packages, so many I'll have to drive into town to the post office with them, 

but I'd expected a free afternoon. I'd forgotten I'd promised to do a radio broadcast to 

an hio station by phone, they called, and then they had teclinical troubles in the studio. 

•*-his meant 1'cJ. have to sit and wait and af tc5T r several efforts, with their voice clear 
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until they weitched to the studio mike when it faded out, they apparently gave up, as I 
did, and then the phone began. UeLth one exception all the calls were about books. So, 
when I got up this morning feeling OK I decided that to hell with work, I'd sit and read 
until going out for the papers . Posner did a fine job on hio Iiengele book but I'm finding 
the chapter on him at Auschwitz a heavy dase and I laid it aside. Posner's writing is, by 
the way, dispassionate. ' x 'hat is perfect for the material and I doubt I'd have found it 
possible for me. 

The one call tliat was different, also about books, was from a new man at the Dallas 
Assassination Information '-’enter, kobert ^ohnson. Two of the earlier callers had been 
given my number by tliat center. 

Gary Shaw's coming book, with Dr. Crenshaw, due in about a month, is "Three Days at 
Parkland." Johnson said he knew no more about it. 

What lie told me about the Dallas police files available is that there had been an 
unknown disclosure of manure cords in 1989 and that a relatively small number was just 
found and added. Examination i3 permitted onltf, with a woman watching and apparently v/ith 
some time limitation. He and Larry Howard have been going over them. He is as ignorant 
of assassination fact as Howard, so they'll miss much, T fear. Hi says that he'll send me 
some xeroxes. And the records showing that those Garrison termed tramps were available in 
1989 and pone of those demon investigators or the press learned that any records were 
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made available then. 
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He actually seemed to believe that the records on the nontramps are false! 1 his is 
because the character who confessed to being one of them for the CIA is not named! ^e 
asked me how to explain that. I said simple, your phony just lied. I am not certain that 
I persuaded him, not even with illistrations from the FBI records A have.

After we spoke I remembered that a large quantity of Dallas police records were 
made available to the Texas ^ourt of Inquiry. I have a file drawer of them. I suppose 
it is possible that some of the 1989 disclosures are of what wab given to TCI 0 I gave 
a set of those records to Bud so I think they'll also be at AAUC, where copying is 
easier and cheaper tlian here. 

Remember that report from the White Russian Meller, who said that the FBI told him 
that Oswald was OK? I think I got it from that collection.I'm not now sure, though. 

I'm glad that Dave -^erry is among those examining these records. While he is not 
well informed about the fact of the investigation he is a professional (insurance) in- 
vestigator and he had the learning experience of the Ricky White fakery.
